sped them on their way home, Sun­ 
day afternoon. 
But Jupiter 
Pluvius 
was kind to 
the hosts of visitors, Saturday a fte r­ 
noon, for one hour before the parade 
was scheduled to begin, the sun, hid­ 
den for six days, broke through the 
scudding clouds, and 
dried 
off 
the 
streets for the marchers. 
Shortly afte r 4 o'clock, the throng 
of 
white-robed 
men, 
women 
and 
children began parading through the 
streets. W ith between 2,000 and 2,500 
persons in line, the procession was 
bigger and far moreVrolorful than the 
parade last year, when less than 2,000 
marched. 
Ten Bands In Line 
Ten bands and drum corps played 
•tirrin g patriotic and religious selec­ 
tions as the white-clad horde swept 
through the streets in orderly fashion. 
The procession required three-quarters 
of an hour to pass a given point. 
While the several thousand K in s ­ 
men, their wives and children march­ 
ed, additional 
thousands 
lined 
the 
curbs cheering and applauding sec­ 
tio n s o rth o —parade*—whtcji— pleased 
them. 
A band of H arrisburg boys, dressed 
as Zouaves, led the parade, followed 
by the m ajor kleagle of Pennsylvania 
women of the Klan, riding in a large 
automobile, surrounded by a guard of 
women, wearing white suits with blue- 
lined capes. 
Some of the larger delegations in 
the parade were those from York, 
H arrisburg, Bucks county Kouriers, 
Carbondale, Bristol, Waynesboro, Le­ 
moyne, 
McKeesport, 
Montgomery 
county, Conshohocken, Chester coun­ 
ty, Fulton county, 
Middletown and 
Luzerne county. 
Many Unmasked 
Most of the participants 
in the 
parade were unmasked, although many 
marched with their faces covered. 
A 
large group, wearing white roses on 
red backgrounds across their chests, 
paraded masked. 
A Klan 
band 
with costumes 
in 
which purple, gold and white mingled 
was the recipient of much applause 
along the route, and a replica of the 
‘‘little red schoolhouse" also attracted 
considerable attention. 
Several of 
the 
Klan delegations 
carried large 
American 
flags, 
and 
spectators along the line 
of 
march 
tossed nickles, dimes and quarters on 
the banners, one of which was so wide 
that it extended alm ost from curb to 
curb, and required more than 20 men 
to carry. 
In addition to the Klansmen of the 
Pennsylvania realm, delegations from 
Maryland, New York and New Je r­ 
sey also were seen in the procession. 
Many Cars Mired 
Closing exercises of the annual Klan 
convention were held Sunday on tho 
large field one mile east of G ettys­ 
burg along the Lincoln Highway. 
The morning

dressed by a representative of Klan- 
haven, the institutional home near 
H arrisburg, and in the ^ ^ n c ir ijf =ttie 
Imperial representative, who it was 
announced was critically ill, the same 
representative spoke in the afternoon. 
The Rev. R. J. Frazier, pastor of the 
St. Paul’s Zion A. M. E. church, also 
delivered an address. 
A band from Klanhaven rendered a 
number of selections and also furnish­ 
ed the music for the singing. 
Many automobiles became moored 
in the soft ground 
on the parking 
space at the Klan headquarters and a 
tractor was required to pull out the 
mired machines.

MID-WEST AGAIN 
STORM-FLOODED 


Several Towns Inundated by 
Swollen Rivers; Levee at 
Beardston, IIL, Breaks. 


(Brjtiftocteted Pre**.) 
Chicago, Oct. 
4.—A dozen mid­ 
western towns were turned into new 
world-Venices today as motorboats 
flashed through water covered streets 
to rescue flood bound residents from 
-tree tops and roofs of houses. 
Nearly a score of streams and 
rivers in Kansas, Oklahoma and Il­ 
linois were rampaging at flood crest 
under the impetus of unceasing rain­ 
fall and thousands of persons were 
forced to seek shelter as the swirling 
waters inundated the lowlands. 
The flood situation at Bearston, 
111., became menacing again when the 
angry waters of the Illinois river dug 
two largp holes in a levee and ponred 
into the city streets in the lower part 
of the town. 
The levee which has 
withstood the swollen stream for two 
weeks gave way last' night and vol­ 
unteers were unsuccessful In efforts 
to repair the damage andk swift cur­ 
rents forced them back. 
While score* of homes had been 
flooded and considerably damaged the 
city said no outside assistance would 
be asked. 
Large supplies of disinfectants and 
chemicals to combat disease are being 
made available.

REMARRIAGE MAY 
BE FORBIDDEN 


Lutherans May 
Ban Divorced 
Persons From Marrying Again 
Under Proposed Rule. 


Lutheran ministers and members of 
the Lutheran faith in Gettysburg and! 
Adams county are interested in a 
rule instructing ministers of the de­ 
nomination not to perform a marriage 
ceremony for “the guilty t>arty to a 
divorce” which will be* proposed to the 
biennial convention of the United Lu­ 
theran Church in America at Rich­ 
mond, this month, by the committee 
on moral and social welfare. 
The convention also will be called 
upon by the committee to declare 
“that we recognize only one standard 
of morality for both sexes,” and “that 
the limitation of birth by artificial 
means is anti-Christian.” 
Acting 
on 
instructions received 
from the last biennial convention, the 
committee announced today, it has 
prepared 12 -theses on the subject after 
considering ail references to divorce 
and rem arriage in the Bible, and* 
asks the church to assert them. Other 
points covered in these theses declare: 
“That marriage is monogamic and; 
as such is a covenant indissoluble for 
life. 
“That marriage is one of the most 
important problems of the home and j 
the church, and that plain teaching; 
should he given: (I) concerning the 
necessity of both spiritual and phys­ 
ical self-control; (2) concerning . the 
sanctity of married life based on love 
and understanding. 
“That a chief aim of the married 
life is the birth of children and that 
thq greatest blessing of God is often 
granted through children. 
“That divorce is legitimate only 
when the marriage covenant has been 
broken by adultery and that remet-; 
riage is Scripturally lawful only to 
the innocent party. Mat. 5-32, 19:5-6. | 
“That it is also an average divorce 
in cases where judicial decrees de­ 
clare that the marriage had never 
had a valid existence. 
“That ‘malicious desertion,* accord­ 
ing to I Cor. 7:15, is considered a 
legitimate case for separation, but 
Nuch. separation does not carry with 
it the right of a second marriages, I 
Cor. 7-11, save where the deserting 
party
